If our interests Avere solely for the 
bet- 


terment of the state we would enforce 
swift and just punishment, particularly 
for the crimes of violence which are now 
so prevalent. And by the same token, if 
our interests were solely for the better- 
ment of the offender, we would as surely 
see that he learned the lesion that crimes 
do not pay and in that manner be turned 
awav from a career of crime. 


THE CRIMINAL 


Crime has grown in the United States 


to alarming proportions. In comparison 


•w ith other nations of the world bearing a 
somewhat similar standard of civilization. 
\\ e have a considerably higher run of 
crimes and 
of unpunished criminals. 


"While there are a great many factors that 
affect this situation m minor ways, the 
most, important single cause is in the wil- 
ful lack of enforcement of the laws to- 
wards men who find some way to obtain 
the favor of those*handlmg the machinery 
of punishment. 


Criticism of parents for laxity of disci- 


plane, of schools for not the more perfectly 
teaching moral principles, and of similar 
forms of criticism, simply draws the atten- 
tion to a pebble "with a boulder in sight. 
Crime flows from many sources and. here 
and there, may properly be laid at the 
door of the conditions named above, for 
they, and other conditions, may induce to 
crime, but the state cannot supervise ev- 
ery home nor perfectly teach every child, 
yet the state can. if it will, prevent the 
high percentage of crime now obtaining 
throughout the land. 
, 


The greatest single deterrent to crime 


is the belief or conviction upon the part 
of many would be criminals that adequate 
punishment will, both swiftly and surely, 
follow his proposed act of outlawry. The 
certainty of punishment makes the most 
hardened criminal invariably hesitate and 
deters entirely, in many cases, the embryo 
criminal at the threshold of his career. 
The lack of this certainty of punishment 
urges those criminally inclined onward. 
The life of the typical gangster in our 
large cities demonstrates that the failure 
of punishment is the invitation to crime. 
The young criminal picks a pocket, snatch- 
es a purse, or is guilty of some other 
com- 


paratu el3* petty offense. 
Usually his first 


crime is not one of violence or despera- 
tion 
HP is oiteri caught red-handed and 


landed in jail. 
Here the ward politician 


stpps in. The prisoner is bailed out. 
The 


politician needs A otes and the prisoner can 
votp. or at least will -vote, whether quali- 
fied or not. 
Besides, the prisoner has rel- 


atives and friends; and a good plugger on 
election da> is always desirable. Thp case 
is postponed. It is postponed again: and 
then it is postponed some more. 
After a 


while it is forgotten or dismissed. B\ its 
failure to punibh when punishment was 
clearly due. 
the state has in fact made a 


criminal. The young offender has become 
com meed that not only a life of ease but 
one of securily as well, may result from 
his now chosen profession. 
Had IIR boon 


punished at the outset, not angrily nor 
vindictively, but adequately, considering 
all the circumstances of his case, ho would 
have thought a long time before lapsing 
back into crime.

cation many times outweigh its losses. 
But the losses can be reduced.

SICKNESS AND THE WEATHER.

(Cn isn't in the diction- 
ary yet, the word is coined from the initial letters 
of common respiratory infections, and it is honest 
though poor.) This predilection of cri for cold or 
dump weather is a painful thorn in my flesh, 1 
confess, because- any fool can cite the fact as evi- 
dence to support the delusion, and gathering data 
bearing on this association between cri and damp 
or cold weather is a favorite indoor pastime of old 
fogies in the medical profession. 


It takes more of an. optimist than I am to argue 


that it can't be so very hot in hell, and even at 
risk of losing a few subscribers I admit I am even 
meaner on damp chilly cloudy days than I am when 
the sun shines bright and! warm. Almost every 
one is. At least we feel that way 
The Phsycolo 


eists tell us that only abnormal, subnormal, neu- 
rotic, neurasthemic folks, obsessed with inferiority 
complexes, feel better or brighter on dull days 
That isn't through any gain of their own, but 
•-ather it is because all the rest of us are more or 
less in the dold'-ums' In impleasant weather, and 
misery loves comnanv. so tho queer ones find the 
world rosier during the cloudy spell. 


As a matter of common or horse sense, 'which 


seems strangely lacking in a good many of these 
popular author scientists, not only the cri but 
nearly all other disease conditions are favored by 
bad weather or more generally when the weather 
is cold and damp or where the climate is cold and 
the rainfall heavv and the sunshine absent than 
in bright, warm dry weather or climate 


Sir Leonard Rogers told in a recent lecture at 


the Roval Society of Medicine how tuberculosis and 
leprosy are alike Influenced by weather and climate 
He compared the bacillus of tuberculosis with the 
leprosy bacillus, remarked that there is no proof 
that .either disease Is heriditary, but that of the 
two. tuberculosis is more likely to spread from one 
person to another through prolonged or habitual 
close association, and finally he displayed charts 
showing that in India leprosy prevails most in re- 
gions where the rainfall is heaviest, j'ust as does 
tuberculosis. 


The popular impression that leprosy is a -\ ery 


contagious disease is a false one created by the 
jams of romantic missionaries 
and imaginative 


tra-veleis. The truth is it is harder to catch lep- 
rosy than it is to catch tuberculosis. Doctois or 
nurses going to work among- lepers are taking no 
serious risk at all; they are as safe as doctors and 
nurses and others who work in our general hos- 
pitals or almost as safe as those in tuberculosis 
sanitariums 


Dr. A". C. Kinney, of AVellsville, N. Y , whose ob- 


servations of blood pressure I quoted here Decem- 
ber 4, believes that a sudden swinging of the wind 
into the north or northwest in the winter after a. 
moist warm spell, predisposes persons with ad- 
vanced arterial hardening1, to apoplexy (stroke of 
paralysis, cerebral hemorrhage, 
paralytic shock)

ily pet dog's habit of licking the hands and face of 
the baby?

Answer—A dog or cat is not unlikely to harbor 


intestinal parasites (worms) which may be conveyed 
to humans in the eggs of the dog's or cat's saliva. 
This is the only hygienic objection I see in the 
dog's habit. Children in homes where pets are kept 
should be carefully taught the necessity for im- 
mediate w-ashing of the hands after contact with 
the dog or cat, particularly when the children are 
eating or about to eat.

The trouble with this oldtime pre-

fodder. On the other hand, 
if 
the 


grubs, gophers and crows were on 
the spot and had developed trained 
taste they would pass up their allot- 
ment and devour the biggest, most 
thrifts" plans. But if he seed was bad 
before planting, notwithstanding the 
surplus placed in a hill, it was no bet- 
ter afterward a,nd the grower was re- 
quired either to get along without a 
crop of corn or to replant his field 
with better seed than he used at the 
first planting. 


The 
present-day cornfields are so 


large and the number of birds and an- 
imals that feed on sprouting corn have 
become so few that the only funda- 
mental precaution that the farmer is 
obliged to take to insure a big crop of 
corn, are good, tested seed, productive 
soil and adequate cultivation. And 
yet a large number of farmers who 
fertilize and otherwise prepare. their 
land well.' take a chance on seed oC 
their own growing or that grown by- 
strangers. But whatever 
has 
been 


their record in the past, it behooves 
them to be careful in the selection of 
seed corn this spring because only a 
small portion of the corn crop in the 
state glazed last fall and is fit for 
seed. 


INOCULATION- WISE PLAN 


To start off other crops this spring 


under the most favorable conditions, 
such as alfalfa, peas and oats, great 
care, as in the case of seed corn, must 
be 
exercised in the choice of seed. 


After that, the legume seed must be 
inoculated to- insure the best results 
and seed oats must he treated with a 
solution of formaldehyde to prevent 
smut. 


The reason for these precautions is 


that in this state last spring a large 
percentage of farmers 
lost 
alfalfa 


seeding and pea crops because they 
they neglected to inoculate the seed
